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Arms aid to Angola 
seen 'another Viet' 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - Warning 
against “ another Vietnam." Senate 
Democratic leader Mike Mansfield said 
today Congress should demand an ex­ 
planation of secret U S arms aid to 
Angola from the secretary of state and 
CIA director 
He called for Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee hearings on the issue, and 
said Secretary of State Henry Kissinger 
and William Colby, the CIA chief, should 
be called to testify. 
“ We do not want another United States 
involvement as in Vietnam.*’ Mansfield 
told reporters, "and the Congress has 
every right to know what we’re doing 
there 
“ We'd better get an explanation about 
why $25 million has been spent by the 
United States" in military aid to Angola 
“ and why we re going to spend another 
$25 million," he said. 


Some other members of Congress also 
were clearly angered by weekend news 
reports that the United States was aiding 
two Angola guerrilla groups 
Although foreign affairs committees 
apparently were informed to some ex­ 
tent. other congressional leaders had not 
been. House Democratic leader Thomas 
P O’Neill said He said the civil war in 
central Africa is one of the most serious 
problems Congress faces this week, as it 
tries to wind up for Christmas recess. 
Sen Dick Clark. D-Iowa, said he was 
concerned a U.S. commitment for arms 
aid could trap America in a Vietnam- 
style conflict in Angola. 
Clark, who heads the Senate foreign 
relations subcommittee on African af­ 
fairs. told reporters the United States 
apparently has provided only dollars — 
and no people — so far to two Angola fac­ 
tions which oppose the Soviet-backed

Clark said he was not free to specify 
how much aid has been given, but noted 
that U N Ambassador Daniel Moynihan 
had confirmed Sunday that Washington 
is funneling $50 million through 
neighboring Zaire to anti-Soviet factions 
in Angola. 
" I’m inclined to think it may be 
somewhat greater than that." said 
Clark. 
Clark, interviewed on CBS Morning 
News, said he expects to see passage 
Tuesday of an amendment he in­ 
troduced. which would prohibit sending 
military equipment to Angola without 
congressional approval. 


“ I think that there are no people in­ 
volved," he said. “ There are indications 
that we do have some pilots going down 
in there delivering material and some 
pilots going down for reconnaissance 
purposes, but I don’t think there are any 
advisers there. I don’t think it’s gone 
that far yet” 


Clark said there is a clear division 
within the administration and within the 
Forty Committee on the Angola issue 
"We know in the case of Vietnam that 
we got involved through covert activities 
originally, that we got deeply involved ... 
and by the time the public found out 
about it and the Congress found out about 
it. many people didn’t think that we 
dared go out,*’ said Clark. "And I think 
there is a certain danger that we have 
that kind of involvement in Africa.” 


Moynihan. appearing on the local 
WNBC-TV show Sunday, warned the 
Communists will take over Angola "and 
thereby considerably control the oil ship­ 
ping lanes from the Persian Gulf to New 
York” if U.S. opposition to Soviet ac­ 
tivities there ends. "The world will be 
different in the aftermath if they suc­ 
ceed.” he said. 
Judge accepts 
Sara Moore's 
guilty plea 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - A federal 
judge today accepted Sara Jane Moore’s 
guilty plea to charges of attempting to 
assassinate President Ford. 
U.S. District Judge Samuel Conti acted 
after hearing brief testimony from Dr. 
Jack Eardley, psychiatrist from the 
Federal Correctional Facility in 
Springfield, Mo., who interviewed Miss 
Moore over the weekend. 
Eardley said that after the discussion 
with her, "I felt that she was competent 
to make that plea.” 
Miss Moore last Friday has asked the 
court to permit her to change her plea to 
guilty of charges she fired a shot at 
President Ford in San Francisco Sept. 
22. 
Asked by Conti whether Miss Moore 
was aware of the consequences of her 
plea, which includes possible life 
imprisonment. Eardley replied: "Yes, 
sir.” 


County runs 
dead last' in 
safety contest 


So far as Santa Barbara County is 
concerned, the County Supervisors 
Assn 
of California ‘ Employe 
Safety Contest" was no contest 
Santa Barbara County wound up in 
eighth and last place in its county 
group in the state, by tallying more 
accidents with more lost work days 
than any of the other seven counties 
in Group V (1876-5,000 employes). 
CSAC executive director Richard 
E Watson in announcing the “ final 
standings" for the contest ending 
with 1975 fiscal year last June 30 
said Santa Barbara County tallied a 
lost workday case incidence rate of 
6 83 and lost 187 work days due to 
mishaps. 
Accidents included injuries from 
falls, insect bites, over-exertion and 
other causes. 
Average lost workday incidence 
rate for the counties participating 
was 2 47 


Auto accidents 
show increase 
in November 


The number of accidents and the 
number of those injured showed a 
radical increase in November over the 
same month in 1974, but the number of 
drunken driving arrests was down, the 
California Highway Patrol reported 
During the month just ended, 21 
persons were injured compared to 11 in 
November 1974 There were a total of 53 
accidents during November compared to 
33 in November 1974. 
Drunken driving arrests stood at 20 for 
the month just ended, compared to 30 
during November 1974 
The statistics were compiled by the

High court to review 
another Miranda case 


WASHINGTON (U PI) — The Supreme 
Court today accepted for review still 
another case involving the controversial 
“ Miranda" rules protecting the rights of 
suspects being questioned by police 
The justices agreed to examine a Des 
Moines, Iowa, sex-murder case which 
could mean a basic change in the 
Miranda guidelines 
A decision also 
could be based on far narrower grounds 
The Court also agreed to hear argu­ 
ments later this term on whether zoning 
ordinances must give way to efforts to 
break down housing segregation 
A lower court found no proof of dis­ 
crimination in an Arlington Heights. 111., 
comprehensive zoning plan, but said the 
protection of neighboring property 
values was not sufficient reason for 
rejecting a low and middle income hous­ 
ing project 


The justices also blocked, pending ap 
peal, a landmark ruling by a 
Philadelphia panel which granted major 
rights to children before they can be 
committed to a mental institution 
In the Iowa case a suspect was con­ 
victed after police persuaded him to lead 
them to the body of a 10-year-old girl who 
had been raped and murdered A lower 
court ordered a new trial on Miranda 
grounds 
In the 1966 Miranda decision, the Court 
ruled that a suspect being questioned in a 
police station has a right to a lawyer and 
to be told he can remain silent and 
anything he says may be used against 
him Since the departure of Chief Justice 
Earl Warren and the arrival of President 
Richard M 
Nixon's appointees, the 
Court has chipped away at the rules but 
has not overturned them 
Initiative begun against 
implementing coastal plan 


SACRAMENTO (U PI) - A group 
representing organized labor and 
business interests today announced an 
initiative drive to prohibit the legislature 
from implementing the new state coastal 
plan 
The announcement by the California 
Coordinating Council came as the staff 
of the state Coastal Commission began a 
two-day briefing for legislators on the 
443-page plan 


Assemblyman Charles Warren, D-Los 
Angeles, said the briefing before his 
Resources, Land Use and Energy 
Committee would provide lawmakers 
“ their first opportunity to take a good, 
close look at the coastal plan ” 


The plan, drafted by the commission 
as the result of a successful 1972 in­ 
itiative. proposes bond issues and regula­ 
tions to save California’s coast from 
wall-to-wall development If the plan is 


not auopieu by the legislature, the com­ 
mission would go out of existence at the 
end of 1976 
The new proposed initiative would 
prohibit the legislature from extending 
the life of the commission beyond that 
expiration date 
“ We intend to put this initiative on the 
ballot for next November,” said Gil 
Ferguson, chairman of the sponsoring 
council 
“ The only thing that would 
change our minds would be early action 
by the legislature to remove this repres­ 
sive burden from the taxpayers' backs " 
Aline Cargill, Eureka, an initiative 
sponsor, said she had “ serious doubts” 
about the legislature killing the commis­ 
sion 
"No government, especially ours in 
California, has ever willingly reduced or 
given up its power and we can hardly 
believe they will voluntarily do so this 
time," she said 
Senate still confident on taxes

today Democrats remain confident they 
can overnde a presidential veto of the 
tax cut extension bill, but said he 
preferred to break the impasse with 
President Ford through compromise 
Mansfield said he could support a 
sense of the Congress resolution, 
reportedly being drawn up by Sen Henry 
Bellmon, R-Okla 
in which Congress 
would declare its intention to hold down 
spending in the next fiscal year budget 
But Ford has vowed to veto a simple 
six-month extension of this year s tax

— Crowded airplanes and ter­ 
minals for persons lucky

Nearly all flights to the West 
Coast from the eastern United 
States have been sold out for 
several weeks, with hotels in 
Hawaii reporting full bookings 
for both Christmas and New 
Year's weeks, travel agents 
reported 


A spokesman for Amtrak. the 
nation's national passenger rail 
gyfttvn. said most of its New 
York-Flonda trains have been 
sold out Space on most other 
trains is scarce and travelers 
are advised to “ call quick for 
reservations, chiefly on three 
routes Seattle-San Francisco.

"The airlines have extended 
themselves, but all extra sec­

Coalition challenges HEW chief 
on enforcement of civil rights 
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WASHINGTON ( U PI > - 
Health Education and Welfare 
Secretary David Mathews has 
been challenged by a coalition 
of major civil rights groups to 
prove his department is still in­ 
terested in ending discrimina­ 
tion and segregation. 
The 57 groups last week is­ 
sued a strongly worded letter 
accusing HEW of "shocking, in­ 
excusable failure" to enforce 
civil rights. 
They said HEW’s Office for 
Civil Rights observes only "a 
paper commitment" to protect­ 
ing the rights of women, 
minorities and handicapped 
persons and is trying "to 
weaken or eliminate" even that 
commitment 
"Today OCR’s enforcement 
strategy is bankrupt." the let- 


ter said. 
They urged Mathews, former 
president of the University of 
Alabama, “to direct his urgent 
and sustained attention to the 
shocking, inexcusable failure 
and refusal of the department 
to carry out its legal obligations 


"The current sorry state of 
civil rights enforcement in 
HEW will be reversed only if 
you exercise firm leadership." 
the groups said. 


HEW is responsible for en­ 
forcing certain civil rights ex­ 
ecutive orders and laws such as 
those 
establishing 
racial 
equality in schools, nondis­ 
crimination on grounds of sex. 
and rehabilitation of the hand­ 
icapped. 


Mathews scheduled private 
meetings later this week with 
representatives of womens' and 
other civil rights groups. 
The letter included a 10-page 
list of alleged "inadequacies in 
the HEW antidiscrimination en­ 
forcement program " 
Among the groups signing the 
letter were the American As­ 
sociation of University Women; 
American Civil Liberties 
Union; American Council of the 
Blind; American Federation of 
Teachers; American Veterans 
Committee; the Japanese- 
American Citizens League; 
League of Women Voters; 
NAACP Legal Defense and 
Educational Fund Inc.; Nation­ 
al Organization for Women; 
National Urban Coalition; and 
the United Auto Workers.

The six young South Moluc- 
cans, who killed three persons 
during the 12-day ordeal sur 
rendered meekly Sunday after 
meeting with a mediator and 
praying with their hostages 
Police said the six would be 
charged with murder 
Hospital officials said the 
hostages were in good condi­ 
tion 
Dutch officials said they 
hoped the capitulation would 
persuade a second band of 
South Moluccans holding 25 
hostages in the Indonesian con­ 
sulate to surrender as well 
But there were no signs the 
gunmen inside the red brick 
consulate planned to give up 
Officials said they hoped to 
resume negotiations with them 
this morning 
Trade union official Louis 
l^aurier. one of the hostages 
aboard the train, said the pas­ 
sengers had begun to feel some 
sympathy for their captors 


* Whatever we asked for from

his decision to enter the 
registrar's office Saturday to 


check signatures on the pre­ 
cinct rolls against signatures on 
the affidavits voters must file 
upon registration 
Registrar Frank Quinn first 
refused to open his office to 
Barbagelata and his 150 pencil- 
carrying assistants but Bar­ 
bagelata tracked down Thomas 
Mellon, the city's chief 
administrative officer who 
ordered Quinn to open up 
With the help of just one other 
employe to monitor the Bar­ 
bagelata volunteers. Quinn 
reluctantly opened the doors 
and the office was jammed 
People 
wandered

"I'm afraid they are tamper­ 
ing with the records."

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FDA finds restaurants unsanitary 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - 
About 90 per cent of the 
country's 350.000 restaurants 
may be unsanitary, if a sampl­ 
ing by federal inspectors in nine 
cities reflects conditions 
elsewhere 
The inspections were done by 
Food and Drug Administration 
inspectors at the request of the 
General Accounting Office, 
which reported the results 
Saturday. 


In a report to Congress. GAO 
said the FDA inspectors 
checked at random 185 of the 
14,736 restaurants in Atlanta. 
Boston. Dallas, Detroit. Min­ 
neapolis, New York. Norfolk. 
San Francisco and Tucson 
On the basis of the survey the 
GAO concluded that 13.233, or 
89 frper cent, were probably un­ 
sanitary. 


The inspections were made 
early in 1974, but the GAO 
report quoted an FDA official 
as saying that sanitary condi­ 
tions in restaurants had "not 
greatly improved" since 
then 
The GAO did not identify any 
of the cities. In one, not a single 
restaurant in the survey met

sanitary conditions Because of 
the large number of restaurants 
in that city, it was presumed to 
be New York. 
The GAO told Congress that 
FDA efforts to improve state 
and local enforcement of 
sanitary regulations proved 
"largely ineffective" because 


of a lack of money, manpower 
and authority. 
According to the GAO report, 
only one of the cities "aggres­ 
sively enforced" sanitary or­ 
dinances, while the others were 
reluctant to close restaurants, 
generally relying, instead, on 
re-inspections

Temperatures plummeted as 
much as 45 degrees as the 
wintry weather took control. 
Des Moines, Iowa, reported a 
record 60-degree reading Sun­ 
day before the wintry weather 
struck, pushing the tempera­ 
ture to the teens.

Toni Lmhart. an Austnan-born kicker 
with a reputation for being erratic, 
ended the tense struggle with 2 16 left in 
the 15-minute sudden death overtime 
with a 31-vard field goal in a dense fog. 
The victory left Baltimore and Miami 
tied a 9-4 
But the race isn't settled — yet Each 
team has a game left and if both win next 
week. Baltimore, having beaten Miami 
twice, would be division champ 
If the Colts lose to New England next 
week and Miami beats Denver, Miami 
would go to the playoffs If Baltimore 
wins. Miami still has a change for a wild­ 
card berth if they win and Cincinnati 
loses to San Diego 
Marchibroda. a former assistant at 
Washington took over a team that 
finished 2-12 last year. 
“We beat a great Miami team, 
said 
the 44-year-old Marchibroda “ I’m really 
proud of our guys because they came 
back against the champions in the last 
quarter... We've just got one more game 
to go yet." 
Miami took a 7-0 lead in the third 
quarter on Mercury Morris’ three-yard 
run but Baltimore tied the game with 
5 36 left on Lydell Mitchell’s six-yard 
burst. 
Miami took possession first in the 
overtime but the drive stalled and Larry 
Seiple punted out of bounds on the Colt 
four.

An occasional “food day” can really cut 
costs and work while resulting in better eating This is es­ 
pecially good for singles and working couples Begin by sor 
ting those “cents off” coupons and note their expiration 
dates Plan your meals and shopping list around them On an 
envelope make the shopping list (using as many coupons as 
possible and making the list as long as your freezer and 
wallet will allow) Put the coupons in an envelope and put in 
your purse While shopping stick to your list 
First prepare foods that take the longest to cook such as a 
ham or turkey Whenever possible bone or cut fat from any 
meat before cooking Bones go into the stock pot and fat is 
rendered to replace butter in cooking When possible cut a 
roast into meal size portions so that less time is required for 
cooking Freeze leftover meat It can be reheated without 
further nuisance 
Make individual m eat loaves and 
casseroles for freezing

Washington Merry-Go-Round by Jack Anderson 


In memory of Drew 


WASHINGTON — It wasn’t long ago 
that investigative reporters were the 
pariahs of Washington journalism. The 
ruling institutions and their human in­ 
strumentalities were accustomed not 
only to having their way but to receiving 
only accolades from a press that, except 
in passing moments of upheaval, was 
generally docile and 
respectful 
At the turn of the 
cen tu ry , 
p o litic a l 
r e p o r te r s in th e 
nation’s capital were 
likely to be prestige­ 
conscious peacocks 
who sported derbies, 
carried canes, prac­ 
tised affectatio n s, 
wore grave airs and 
called th em selv es 
“journalists.” 
Should one of these 
learn accidentally that a high official 
was a dipsomaniac, an incontinent, a 
brawler, a bankrupt, an illiterate, an 
aberrant, a narcoleptic or a senile — the 
correspondent would not deign to report 
such distressing news for it would shock 
his peers, demean his professional 
dignity and breach the comfortable 
decorum of the gentlemen’s club he fan­ 
cied he shared membership in with the 
elect 
My friend and mentor. Drew Pearson, 
who would have been 78 this month, 
pioneered the Watergate-style reporting 
that has become the fashion today. Day 
by Day, he flailed away at the malefac­ 
tors of the age — im p erialists, 
m ilitarists, m onopolists, ra cists, 
religious bigots, plutocrats, hypocrites, 
crooks in government and the swindlers 
and exploiters of the poor 
In his day, he was more than a menace 
to the Washington establishment; he was 
a shock, an affront, a betrayer who could 
be explained only in terms of a malig­ 
nant perversion. To his targets, he took 
on the proportions of an inhuman 
monster and, by common acknowledg­ 
ment, was feared and hated as no other 
reporter before or since. 
So often did secret conversations at 
high-level m eetings appear in the 
Washington Merry-Go-Round that half of 
the Roosevelt and Truman cabinets were 
fearful that the other half was leaking to 
Drew Secretary of State Cordell Hull 
once opened a cabinet meeting by ex­ 
claiming “Is this for the room or is it 
for Pearson?” — a remark which was 
duly published in the column 
i he character ot the attacks regularly 
made on Pearson reflected unnatural 
animosity. Mere “liar,” “cheat,” and 
“scoundrel” would not do. Applied to 
him, the lexicon of banalities routinely 
bestowed on detractors was instinctively 
seen as inadequate 
Modifiers were 
sought by 
frustrated men anguished 
beyond endurance to describe a preter­ 
natural scourge, a vile and unfathomable 
evil they had sworn to destroy but, hav­ 
ing despaired of doing so. must endure 
Yet, damned though he so often was, 
no other reporter or publicist could 
claim a following as massive or as loyal 
as his Some read him mainly for the 
titillation they derived from seeing the 
private foibles of the famous made 
public 
But there were many others who 
genuinely admired him, who loved him 
for his championship of the helpless 
against the mighty, the duped against the 
dupers, or who lived vicariously through 
him as he smote the great malefactors 
beyond their humble reach, or punctured 
the sacred balloons of the day. Whatever 
the reason, millions paid him the ul­ 
timate homage of reading, almost every 
day for decades, what he had to say. 
Yet the polecat in his lair was disar- 
mingly hospitable. Sitting behind his 
paper-strewn desk in a maroon smoking 
jacket, or in the bathrobe he wore some 
days until noon, amid pictures and 
mementoes of his much-loved family, 


with a black cat named Cinders preening 
companionably in the out-box on his 
desk, he appeared not at all menacing 
A kindly though preoccupied-with-the- 
world-peril expression suffused his 
features with an enigmatic quality. He 
had an impressive, high forehead under 
thinning light brown hair, and a general 
look of leamedness that made him seem 
too dignified and elegant for the rough- 
and-tumble milieu his reputation evoked. 
A certain wariness surfaced in his blue 
eyes from time to time but otherwise his 
soft voice, earnest mien and quiet man­ 
ners, and the peaceful gentilBy of the at­ 
mosphere he worked and lived in, lulled 
the visitor into the comfortable feeling 
that he was paying a courtesy call on Mr 
Chips 
There was a disconcerting drollery 
about him. He would introduce a topic 
with an inward smile that made his eyes 
crinkle, as if the subject involved 
humorous allusions with which I must be 
aware but invariably wasn’t His smile 
invited a like response, but he would not 
elaborate on its antecedent and so the 
spark of jollity would fail to ignite, and

silence returned. 
When frustrated by staff frailties, he 
did not shout or pound his desk His 
rebukes were nonetheless felt. They 
cam e in the form of an abrupt 
withdrawal of his benignity, a sudden 
remoteness in his tone of voice, so finely 
tuned as not to be detectable to outsiders 
who might be in the office 


It is easy in retrospect to see why, 
among those who did not share Pearson's 
goals or his Jeffersonian concept of the 
watchdog role of the press, he was 
despised and even regarded as a national 
menace. 
During wartime, when government 
secrecy is invested with the halo of 
national survival, Drew’s exposes of 
state secrets and m ilitary fiascos 
became particularly infuriating Thus it 
was that, at the height of World War II, 
General George Marshall, the organizer 
and director of American armies around 
the globe, refused to move against 
Pearson 


“No,” said Marshall, “Pearson is my 
best inspector general.” 


Paycheck bite 


Taxation is on the minds of most of us 
following the paying of our Dec. 10 
deadline on county taxes and now looking 
forward to that dreaded date of April 15, 
1976. Congress is still fooling around with 
a tax reform measure that is described 
as “rrodest” and destined to be vetoed 
by President Ford because he wants 
spending cuts tied to 
tax decreases. 
It’s anybody’s guess 
how that’s going to 
turn out. 
But the facts still re­ 
main that millions of 
Americans will find 
the tax man taking a 
bigger bite out of their 
e a r n i n g s 
co me 
J a n u a r y 
whi le 
C o n g r e s s f i d d l e s 
around. 
E f f e c t i v e 
on 
January 1, the maximum taxable wage 
base for Social Security (that’s FICA on 
your paycheck) will be $15,300, a rise of 
$1,200 over the 1975 maximum base of 
$14,100. 
Even though the actual tax rate of 5.85 
per cent will remain the same, the in­ 
crease in the taxable wage base means 
that next year everyone earning $15,300 
or more will pay a total of $895.05 into 
Social Security, compared to the 1975 
maximum “contribution” of $824 85 
The $70 20 increase for each employe 
(which is matched by a like amount from 
employers) will affect some 18 million 
workers and will pump an estimated $2 1 
billion more into the Social Security 
trust fund. 
The 1976 rise in the taxable wage base 
is the 29th since Social Security was 
enacted 38 years ago, and it won’t be the 
last one. It’s slated to increase another 
$1.500 in 1977; to $16,800. 
All this will make no difference to 
those workers who will continue to earn 
$14.100 or less in 1976 or 1977, But then in 
1978. the tax rate itself will rise from its 
present 5.85 per cent to 6 05 per cent, and 
this will affect every single wage earner. 
This is assuming, of course, that 
Congress does not in the meantime 
revise the schedules again in an effort to 
keep Social Security benefits in line with 
the cost of living. 
For those who can remember, the 
maximum Social Security tax in 1937 was 
one per cent of the first $3.000 in income 
— $30 In 1977, it will be nearly $1,000.

Mr. Kingman Brewster, the President 
of Yale University, found himself safely 
in England the otner day, out of range of 
the KIDS’ DEWLINE which, round the 
clock, catches orthodox blips from 
educational officials and launches deadly 
missiles against the offenders. Accor­ 
dingly, Mr. Brewster talked to the 
E ngl i sh Speaki ng 
Union in London about 
problems which, up 
until now, have been 
a sso c ia te d in the 
p u b l i c 
m i n d 
as 
problem s only the 
t roglodytes worry 
about. Such problems 
as overspending, the 
shortage of capital, 
the heavy cost of 
bureaucracy, 
and. 
a b o v e 
a l l , 
t he 
irresponsibility of 
Congress. 
It is sobering to contemplate that not 
one of the politicians — or professors — 
President Brewster is normally linked 
with could have guessed, reading this 
speech, who delivered it. 
Mr. Brewster said that “ (The) in­ 
flationary bias of representative govern­ 
ment seems to me the greatest threat to 
the survival of a democratic political 
economy.” That statement is worthy of 
having been written by, well, myself. 
“ We need,” said the President of the 
University that teaches its students for 
the most part to scoff at the dangers of 
inflation and to support such massive in­ 
creases in state welfarism as were most 
recently championed by George 
McGovern, “some higher law to restrain 
the natural temptation to use the 
spending power for political self­ 
perpetuation. If we do not solve this 
problem, representative government 
will drive us up to altitudes of inflation 
which, like anoxia above 14.000 feet, will 
not be able to sustain productive 
economic life.” 
Then came the clincher. “ Until we can 
devise ways by which the inflationary 
consequence of a Congressman’s vote is 
traced to him with the same par­ 
ticularity which attaches to a yea or nay 
on a revenue bill, we will not cure the 
disease of public spending motivated by 
the desire to achieve re-election.” 
Mr. Brewster’s warning is timely. The 
President last fall asked for a reduction 
in taxes but only if tied to a reduction in 
spending. The Executive and the 
Congress are now engaged in an 
elaborate and complicated exchange, the 
purpose of which is to blame the other 
party. Because of such advantages as 
Mr. Brewster speaks of, Congress is like­ 
ly to escape the blame, and turn an angry 
public against not itself, but the Presi­ 
dent.

York has advanced the novel notion 
which, if explored, might provide such 
countervailing p ressu res as Mr. 
Brewster calls for. The President should 
“refuse” to borrow the money needed to 
pay for deficit federal programs. As 
things generally go. Congress passes a 
tax bill which will bring in Revenue X. 
Then it passes a spending bill which 
authorizes Expenditure Y. Y is almost 
always larger than X. The President has 
the authority to borrow, through the 
Federal Reserve system, the differen­ 
tial. 


What if he would refuse? 


Congress would have to permit the Ex­ 
ecutive to trim expenditures. Or else it 
would have to order the President to 
borrow, bringing on more inflation. In 


doing so, it would become far more ex­ 
posed than it is now. Individual in­ 
flationists might then be traceable with 
that requisite “ particularity” proposed 
by Kingman Brewster. 
No doubt there are other mean’s Since 
we are to have highly elaborated Elec­ 
tion Laws, perhaps picking up on the 
theme of consumer protection, we should 
require all candidates to list after their 
names the percentage over revenue for 
which they voted appropriations, so that, 
for instance, one would routinely refer to 
“Mrs. Bella Abzug (D-N.Y.-50): mean­ 
ing that she had voted to spend half again 
as much money as she voted to tax. 
Meanwhile, the sunburst of Mr. 
Brewster lights the skies, and we pray 
that having discovered the light, he will 
one day soon discover the truth.

Old grave keeps 
unearthing bodies 


WASHINGTON - (NEA) - There is a 
fatalistic conviction here that the second 
shoe will inevitably fall in the endless in­ 
vestigation into intelligence agency 
abuses. Few would be surprised if 
tomorrow’s headlines w?ere to charge 
that the FBI and CIA have not only plot­ 
ted assassinations, but have carried 
them out. Worse, the 
worry is that future 
evidence may reveal 
one or more of the vic­ 
tims to have been 
anything but expen­ 
dable thugs or security 
threats. 
Already the hint is 
b r o a d 
in 
s o m e 
quarters that J. Edgar 
Hoover’s FBI was in­ 
volved in the murder 
of Dr. Martin Luther 
King. 
J r . 
Bl ack 
leaders during a reinvestigation of that 
assassination have done so with thinly 
disguised suspicions. No one charges 
complicity for public consumption, but 
privately they have little doubt of it. 
“We aren’t saying it was the FBI as 
such,” says a spokeswoman for King’s 
old Southern Christian Leadership 
Conference, “but we think definitely it 
was the government in some way, the 
power structure.” 
Rev. Bernard Lee. assistant director 
of the SCLC. says he won’t say the FBI 
pulled the trigger, “but I will say I would 
not be shocked to learn that it did.” Dick 
Gregory, one-time comedian turned 
ascetic activist, is even more direct, 
charging in effect that the Bureau 
manipulated King into the Memphis 
motel where he was shot. A third black 
leader, who declines identification, says 
flatly that “We know it, the FBI knows 
it, and soon the American people will 
know it.” 
To now, certainly, the American peo­ 
ple know nothing of the kind. For all the 
allegations surrounding the FBI and CIA 
concerning assassinations, the agencies 
point out that no bodies have been found, 
because there there is none to be found. 
Concerning Dr. King specifically, a 
Bureau official argues convincingly that 
“An agency corrupt enough to hire 
somebody to kill King would also be 
smart enough I think to then get rid of 
the killer. James Earl Ray is alive and 
well in prison, and there’s never been a 
peep from him of any ties to the FBI.” 
Still, what has been revealed thus far 
about FBI-CIA activities does not argue 
well for any end to continuing revela­ 
tions. Regarding the FBI alone, it is now 
quite obvious that under Hoover it was 
capable of anything. The FBI has admit­ 
ted to at least 238 illegal break-ins 
(called “bag jobs” ) between 1942 and 
1968. and the figure excludes agent burgl­ 
ing in the name of national defense and 
in pursuit of organized crime informa­ 
tion The agency has admitted unlawful 
buggings. unlawful interception of public 
mail, unlawful interference of individual 
civil liberties, and on and on drearily. 
As for unlawful physical violence, the 
Bureau has admitted little, yet the 
record and the allegations indicate 
something other than innocence. In 1968, 


for example, FBI agents plotted and paid 
for a plan that was tantomount to an as­ 
sassination of a hapless Ku Klux Klan 
member. Using $38,500 as the lure, and a 
pair of informants as go-betweens, the 
Bureau coaxed a young KKK couple into 
a racially motivated bombing attempt. It 
was in fact a trap. Local police sprang it, 
guns blazing, and the woman bomber 
was shot to death. Police said afterwards 
they assumed neither of the Kluxers 
would be taken alive. 
Other examples of FBI brutality dur­ 
ing Hoover are available. And so are 
many unsubstantiated allegations. One 
of the latter is by way of a one-time FBI 
informer named Joe Burton. He says he 
was hired by the Bureau in the early 
1970s to set up a phoney, Florida-based 
organization called the Red Star Cadre. 
During his service, he charges, the 
Bureau asked him to be the hit man in 
the assassination of all unknown radical. 
Burton never knew who, he says, 
because he didn’t accept. 
And so actually there are identifiable 
bodies in the FBI past, and viable indica­ 
tions of others yet uncovered. I stress 
“the past” here, for the de-Hooverized 
FBI of today is for the most part a body 
of decent people, no doubt as profes­ 
sional as any police agency anywhere. 
And herein perhaps is the ultimate irony 
of the Hoover evil: his legacy includes 
not only the skeletons to be found but 
also the damnable shame and dishonoi 
that those who survived him must now 
bear.

Landlords 
have been made the villian in the piece 
It is not that the wives are unwelcome, il 
is the fact that they expect to rent a 
place in which to live without any means 
of paying for same. They often have a 
number of young children with them and 
no hope of ever obtaining work. They arc 
almost always totally dependent or 
welfare. Perhaps it would become easier 
for them to obtain accommodations 
should the Welfare De part ment 
guarantee the rent. As it is now in too 
many cases, when a money crisis occurs, 
the rent is the easiest thing to ignore. 
People must realize that landlords are 
not charitable institutions and have 
financial obligations the same as every 
one else.
